atives, at least for the present, of the 
reduction. 
The proposition is under- 


stood to be a compromise between two 
factions in the conference committea, 
one favoring- an immediate strike and 
the other a postpontment until March. 
It differs from what manufacturers, 
when, they first heard ot it, expected, 
and is a request that the reduction be 
halved, that is l.ve and one-half percent 
instead ot 11 -19 percent;' until March 
1, when another conference is suggested 
to consider the conditions prevailing at 
that time.

ing- Morday ufteinoon, is a rejection ot

When the excitement | 
caused by Barbara's attempt had sub- I 
sided, McCu'lIorr. announced to his prison 
mates that he would play a joke on the 
keepers. Later, the convict in the cell 
adjoining McCuHom's heard a groan. A 
shout of warning brought the keepers 
to the scene, arad McCuHom was found 
hanging from a cell door. HQ tied one 
end of a strap to the bars a,nd the other 
about ! _•, neck, bent hj<3 knees under 
him and allo.ved his full weight to haag 
on the strop. McCullom showed no 
signs of life when tihe keepers reached 
him, though he had been hanging only 
a couple at minutes. A physician worked 
hard over him, but could not save his 
life. The doctor said that the strap 
must have pressed against the man's 
jti.?u!ar vein In such a way as to render 
him unconscious almost instantly Mc-

scious by a fall on the stage at the Park 
theater last r.ight. At the hospital it was 
stated lha.t serious effects are not antici- 
pated. His skuU is not fractured as at 
first was feared. 


Haverhill, Mass., Dec. 
2S.—" 


Doolan, who was among the first of the 
immigrants from Ireland to settle in this 
city, had lived with his wife in a little 
eottag-e on Burke street for a score of 
years or more, and William, Daly, who 
Is Mrs. Doolan's favorite brother, has 
lived with them. Daly is better known 
through the city as "Billy" Patterson, 
and, though of a rather quick temper | 
and known to be of somewhat unsound 
mind has been regarded as an amusing 
and harmless old fellow whom every- 
body liked to "jolly." 
Today Doolan is 


a corpse, and the brother-in-law 
is 


locked up to answer to •: ohar&e of mur- 
der, news of which spread like wild-fire 
over the city Half an hour after its oc- 
currence. 


In all the time the men hiad lived in 


the house together a serious quarrel had 
never occurred, although both drank a.t 
times. 
They were over 70 years of age, 


and known all over the. city. While the 
prisoner has at times been decidedly 
out of his head, there hiaanrever been any 
sign of dangerous insanity. Doolan was 
a "man of good repute among his people. 


Both men returned from a wake at 


an ea.rly hour Monday morning-, and, 
while not intoxicated, were nevertheless 
pomewhat under th.e influence of liquor. 
Mrs. Doolan rose early and prepared 
breakfast for them, but a.11 the morn- 
ing1 they appeared irritable and fre- 
quently quarrelled over small matters, 
but did net come to blows. At noon 
they went out together and it is thought 
obtained more liquor, for •« hen they re- 
turned their tempers were even more 
excited tlia.n in the morning. The al- 
terc-ationis of the morning were renewed 
with greater fierceness, and at length 
waxed so warm that Mrs. Dcolan be- 
came frightened and begsred the n*en to 
stop. Pen* a while they did calm down 
and Mrs. Doolan thought that the mat- 
ter had ended. 


Toward evening, however, the quarrel 


broke out afresh, and soon the two men 
clinched, scratching- and choking each 
other with euch fierceness that Mrs. 
Doolan starfretftut of the house for help. 
As she did so her husband staggered 
past her into h's room, dropping face 
downward on the bed. There she left 
him and rushed off to thp neighbors. 
When she returned with two or three 
friends, Dooilan "uas fnund nn the iloor, 
quite dead, while a rapid investigation 
»li«closed a narrow plit in, his breast di- 
recbly over the heaii't, while from the 
wound the blood had apparently Just 
Stopped flowing". - 


Daly wais missing when Mrs. Doola'n 


returned to the house, but about tha 
same time he turned up at Denmis Hnrri- 
gan's rfea-rby. Rushing up to Horrig-an, 
in a most excited manner, Daly said: 
"You had better go over and look after 
Doolan. I have killed him." 


Horrlgan, however, replied: "Oh, no, 


Bill, you have not done that." 


"Yes, I have," was Daly's answer. 


"Ke tried to monkey with, me, but he'll 
never bother anyone affain." 


I-Iorrigani ran over to the Doolan house 


end found the unfortunate mad dead on 
the floor, with his wife crying over his 
body. Some of the oth?r neighbors noti- 
fied the police. «uirt Daly was taken into 
custody soon after, without the slig-htest 
resistance on his part. 


T'pon being taken to the police station, 


Daly was carefully searched for a knife 
or other instrument, but nothing of the 
I;ind was found upon him, and the police 
think that he threw It away as he left 
the "house. As both men worked in the 
slaughter house in this city, it is thought 
that one of the knives used there will be 
bund n ear the Doolan house well covered 
with the blood of the murdered man. 
Daly, upon being questioned by the po- 
lice official, denied committing the 
deed, and insisted that Doolan met life 
death by falling- downstairs. He showed 
marks of Doolan.'s fingernails on his 
vrtsts and throat, and said that he had 
warned his brother-in-law to let go, or 
suffer tlhe consequences. That the con- 
sequences were the drawing of a butcher 
knife and the plung-ing of it into Dool ae's 
heart, Daly wouJd not admit, but the po- 
lice are firmly convinced that such was 
actually the fact.' 


It is said that Daly for some years has 


been of somewhat unsound mind, but 
ha.s not been considered dangerous, al- 
though many deny that his mind was 
•ver affected, Doolan was 70 years old. 


STARVATION IN CUBA. 


of Keen Distress Received at the 


Executive Mansion. 


Washington, Dec. 2S.—The most pro- 


found distress prevails among many 
thousands of people in Cuba. Starvation 
not only impends, but is also an actual 
fact. The president has been informed 
of the facts from sources whose credi- 
bility cannot be doubted. He has ?one 
io the length of 'his constitutional pow- 
ers in calling the state of affairs to the 
attention of the Ameiican people. The 
state department has used all of its au- 
thority to mitig-ate the conditions (here, 
and the letter to the public sent out by 
Secretary Sherman the day before 
Christmas pointed out the way for relief. 


Monday $5000 were received by As- 


sistant Secretary Day from charitably 
disposed persons whose names are not 
disclosed, and this sum was remitted 
by telegraph today to Corsul General 
Lee for disbursement airu ng the more 
pressing cases. It is hoped by the de- 
partment of state that L.he people will 
come to the relief promptly with sub- 
scriptions of money, clothing- and sup- 
plies. The machinery for distribution 
'has been provided by the state depart- 
ment, and Consul General Lee has un- 
dertaken to give persona.! attention to 
the alleviation, of distress by the dl=tri- 
bution of the gifts of the American peo- 
ple. 
The Ward line of steamers plying 


between New York and Havana will 
forward any contributions of goods to 
General Lee at Havana, and it is be- 
lieved that the American railroads will 
do their part by carrying the goods free 
TO the seaboard. The state department 
directs that supplies be sent direct to 
General I.ee either in money, by draft 
or check or goo'ds. 


General Lee cabled the state depart- 


Tnent lapf- nig'ht just v.'hat is wanting: at 
Ihis juncture, and his list is as follows: 
Summer clothing, second hand or other- 
wise, principally for women and chil- 
dren; medicines for fevers, including a 
large proportion of quinine, hard bread, 
corn meal, bacon, rice, rye, lard, pota- 
toes, beans peas, salt fish, prinolually 
codfish, and canned gods, especially 
condensed milk for the sta -\inqrcluldrcn. 
Money will also be usef il to secure 
nurses, medicines and for many other 
purposes. 


Dividend Rate Reduced. 


New York, Dec. 28.—With the 
an- 


nouncement of the dividends to bo paid 
next month by tl!»-various savings banks 
of this city, there is a general tendency 
to pay a lower rate of interest than here- 
tofore. A fevr days ago practically all 
the older banks were paying interest at 
4 percent per annum, but gradually this 
has been changed so that next year the 
rate of interest in many instances will 
be 3.2 perceait. 


President McMahon of the Emigrant 


Industrial Savings bank said yesterday: 
"Conditions are such now that the vaii- 
ous banke are not earning- as much as a 
few years ago, and consequently it is 
impracticable to pay a rate of interest 
that would perhaps reduce the surplus. 
The tendency is even toward a lower 
rate, say 3 percent, not this vear or even 
next perhaps, but eventually. Most of 
the 6 percent government bonds have 
matured, and but a few years can elapse 
before thfy are all redeemed. While 
banks held these bonds it was possible 
to pay 4 percent, but now in taking care 
of our new business It is not possible 
for a bank to earn more than 3% percent 
on its capital. Keal estate cannot bi 
counted on too strongly, anil today we 
cannot get in some instances more than 
4^4 percent on the very best bond and 
mortgag-e." 


President Rhoades of the Greenwich 


Savings bank said there was a general 
feeling, especially up the state, that un- 
der present conditions of investment and 
returns -1 percent was too high a rate, 
and undoubtedly they would welcome 
any general movement to reduce the 
rate. Mr Rhoades thought that ulti- 
mately all savings banks would reduce 
their rates to 3% and possibly to 3 per- 
cent.

Some Facts About Them Which Are Not 


Acco-ding to Uoyle. 


They were sitting around tho table wait- 


ing for tho rest of the party to arrive when 
a new man in tho game picked up tho 
cards and began to spread them before him 
on the cloth. 


"Of course," ho said in a half soliloquy, 


*'you all know that cards wcro invented 
In 1390 to divert tho mind of Charles IV 
of France, who was dreadfully in the 
dumps with a torpid liver or something of 
the kind, but possibly you don't know 
about the figures of the four suits. 
Well, 


the inventor proposed by them to represent 
tho four states or classes of men in France. 
3Jy the ccaurs (hearts) are meant tho gens 
do chcsur, choir men or ecclesiastics. 1'he 
nobility or military part is represented 
by the points of lances or pikes, which \ve, 
in our ignorance of the meaning or resem- 
bUmco of tho figure, call spades. 
The 


Spaniards have espadas (swords) instead 
of pikes, which means tho same thing. 
The diamonds (carreaux, square stone tiles 
or the like) designate the order of citizens, 
merchants and tradesmen. The Spaniards 
have a coin, dincros, which answers to it, 
and the Dutch call the French word car- 
reaux steinen, stones and diamonds, from 
the form. Trestc, the trefoil leaf or clover, 
corruptly called clubs, alludes to farmers 
and country folks generally. 
It is not 


known how this figure camo to be called 
clubs, unless the name was borrowed from 
tho Spanish game, which has staves or 
clubs instead of the trefoil. 


"The history of thefour kings is that of 


David, Alexander, Cresar and Charles, 
names which wore and still aro on French 
cards. These names are those of the great 
monarchies of tho Jews, Greeks, Romans 
and Franks under Charlemagne. By the 
queens are intended Argine, Esther, Judith 
and Pallas, typical of birth, piety, forti- 
tude and wisdom, tho qualifications resid- 
ing in each, and, I may add, most of those 
necessary in a good poker player. I may 
also explain that Argine is an anagram f or 
rcgina, meaning queen by nature. By tho 
knaves were meant the servants to knights, 
the old definition of knave being servant. 
There aro some, however, who think that 
the knights themselves were intended by 
those cards because Hogier and Lahirc, two 
names on French cards, were famous 
knights at the time cards were invented.

lem Suggested "by an Indian Agent. 
"About eight years ago I was in Kansas 


on business for a newspaper," said a man 
who has traveled hither and thither In tho 
west for 25 years. '' I received a messago 
ordering me to Fort Beno in tho Oklaho- 
ma country. Tho message informed mo 
that there was a threatened uprising of 
tho Chcyenncs and Arapahocs in that 
country. 


"I had been in that country before, nnd 


I remembered that I had never seen a lazi- 
er lot of Indians than the Oklahoma lot. 
But I had my orders and started. Fort 
Ileno is about seven miles from El Beno, 
a station on the Book Island road. I 
reached El Reno early in the evening and 
rode over to the fort ns rapidly as an Okla- 
homa horse could be driven. Colonel 
Wade, son of old Ben Wade, was command- 
er of the fort. Ho recaivcd mo in hi3 quar- 
ters in anything but a military make up. 
When I explained my mission, ho laughed. 
He talked to mo until late ill tho nighl 
and told mo that if the white people would 
attend to their business tho Indian would 
take care of himself. He told me he would 
furnish mo with a horse and a map, and 
that I might ride over every mile of tho 
country whore he had jurisdiction, and if 
I behaved myself he would guarantee 
moro protection than I could get in any 
city in the country. 


"The next day I went over to Darling- 


ton, which ia the Indian agency. Tho 
storehouses and the schools are there. I 
had a letter to Captain Lee, who was in 
charge. He told me that thero was no 
danger of any uprising in that country 
unless tho slack of canned fruits gave out. 
In that case ho would not stay in tho 
country. 


"I learned that the Indians had worked 


up an " unsatisfied appetite for canned 
goods. 
They wcro content to forego their 


'chuck,' which is Indian for beef, if they 
could get canned stuff. 
Nearly every In- 


dian on tho reservation had credit at tha 
Indian stores. This ia not because they 
are so honest that they want to pay, but 
there is no chance for the storekeeper to 
lose. He turns in his bill to the agent, 
and tho amount is deducted from tho next 
payment of land money to the Indian by 
the government. 


"A few days before two young bucks 


who had been students in a well known 
Indian school in the east entered one of 
tho stores und stole six cans of cherries. 
They were drunk and refused to pay for 
the fruit. 
They galloped away on horse- 


back. They were pursued by tho store- 
keeper and a half breed, overtaken and 
thrashed. 
Tho canned goods were recov- 


ered. 


"Out of that incident came the rumors 


of r.nothur uprising among tho Cheyennes 
nnd the Arapahocs. I tell you that since 
Sitting Bull went out of tho Indian busi- 
ness tliere has been no danger from th« 
rc£s."—Xew York Sun.

for his capture. The First Wisconsin 
cavalry was ordered out on the north 
or east bank of the Ocmulgeo river, and 
Colonel Minty ordered out his old regi- 
ment, the Fourth Michigan cavalry, 
down the south or west side of the same 
river, -with instructions to intercept and 
capture Mr. Davis and the party with 
him. Colonel (since Goneral) Minty, 
well known in this city, now a railroad 
official in the wcsst, wasoneof the finest 
and most efficient officers.in the late 
war. His command, with Wilder's, in 
the foremost front, opened tha battle on 
tho noted and bloody field of Chicka- 
inauga. 


At Abbeyville, 70 miles south of Ma- 


con, it was learned that Davis' fleeing 
party had here crossed the ferry over 
the Ocmulgeo and wore moving south- 
ward toward Irwinsvillo, Ga., 30 milos 
below and 100 miles south of Macon. 
Lieutenant Colonel B. D. Pritohard, in 
command of tho Fourth Michigan cav- 
alry, nmrched tho regiment rapidly 
clown the river road, and after a BO mile 
ride reached Irwiusville late in the 
night aiid learned that he had got in 
advance of the Davis party. Early on 
the morning of tho 10th of May he 
charged into the oainp of tha "fleeing 
Confederacy," and Mr. Davis never 
joined Kirby Smith in Texas. Many 
false and nonsensical stories have been 
related about this capture and different 
regiments given its credit. Now these 
are tho facts: 


Jefferson Davis was captured by the 


Fourth Michigan cavalry in the early 
morning of May 10, 1805, at Irwins- 
villo iu southern Georgia. With him 
were Mr. John H. Reagan of Texas, his 
postmaster general; Captain Moody of 
Mississippi, an old neighbor ot tha Da- 
vis family; Governor Lubbook of Texas 
and Colonels Harrison and Johnson of 
his staff; Mrs. Davis and her four chil- 
dren—Maggie, some 10 years-old; Jeff, 
about 8; Willie, 5, and a girl baby—a 
brother and sister of Mrs. Davis, a 
white and one colored servant woman, 
a small force of cavalry, a few others 
and a, small train of horses, mules, wag- 
ons and ambulances. Among the horses 
were a span of carriage horses present- 
ed to Mrs. Davis by the citizens of 
Richmond during the hoyday of the 
Confederacy; also a splendid saddle 
horse, the pride of the ex-president him- 
self. 


On the llth of May, the next day 


after tho capture, and while on onr way 
back to Macon, as officer of the guard 
over the distinguished prisoners, I rode 
by the side of Mr. Reagan, later a sena- 
tor from Texas. I found him a very fine 
gentleman. During that day's march a 
courier from Macon notified us in print- 
ed slips of tho $100,000 reward offered 
for Mr. Davis' capture, and which no- 
nee connected Davis with the assassma- 
tion of President Lincoln. When Mr. 
Reagan read the notice, bo earnestly 
protested that Mr. Davis had no con- 
nection whatever with that sorrowful 
affair. History has shown, that he had 
none. 


Besides the suit of men's clothing 


worn by Mr. Davis he had on whon cap- 
tured Mrs. Davis' largo waterproof 
dress or robe, thrown over his own tine 
gray suit, and a blanket shawl thrown 
over his head and shoulders. This shawl 
and robe were finally deposited in tho 
archives of the •war-department at-Wash- 
ington by order of Secretary Stanton. 


The story of the "hoopskirt, sunbon- 


net and calico wrapper"' had no real ex- 
istence and was started in the fertile 
brains of the reporters and in tho illus- 
trated papers of that day. That was a 
perilous moment for Mr. Davis. He had 
the right to try to escape in any dis- 
guiso he could use. 


There were many interesting incidents 


connected with this capture, but I have 
not the time now to relate them. Of 
the children-of'thdsnoted couple Maggie 
grew up, married and is now living in 
Colorado. 
Ona of the 'boys died early. 


One grew to manhood, married and died 
with yellow i'ever near Memphis sinca 
the war, and that "girl baby" grew up 
to •womanhood and is now a talented 
and beautiful young ladyand known as 
"Winnie, thedauguterof'tha Confeder- 
acy. " 


My mind reverts to those days of the 


v;ar, and I often think of that scena and 
the 
march 
back from Irwinsville, 


through the somber piua woods, swamps 
and plantations of southern Georgia. 
There in the ambulance with his wife 
and baby was Jefferson Davis, a prisoner 
of war. How weak and small had be- 
como the head and front of that power 
against which tho men in blue had been 
so long battling! How had the mighty 
fallen!—Paper by Judge Peabody of St. 
Louis.

Animal! Kept at the Department of Aff- 


Tlenlture For Experimental Purposes. 
It is not generally known that the de- 


partment of agriculture hasa menagerie 
in connection with it, but such is tho 
case. The menagerie is not a very large 
one, nor does it contain any rare or 
strange animals. Host of them are of 
the domestic variety. 


It ia a part of the division of animal 


industry, and the animals are used to 
develop interesting cases of disease and 
to illustrate the effects of an apidemio 
of a particular kind which the division 
muy wifeh to experiment on with a view 
of .stamping it out and to tost various 
kinds of foods of which a-trial is thought 
to be efficacious. 


Comprised in this collection of ani- 


mals aro rats and mice, guinea pigs, 
rabbits, different sorts of fowls, soma 
cattle and sheep and a few others. Tb.9 
larger of the animals are kept at tho 
breeding place of tha department, on 
the Benning road, while others are dom- 
iciled in the basement of the division 
of animal industry laboratory, near the 
bureau of engraving and printing. 


Down in the basement, under the lab- 


oratory, which vras visited recently by 
ft reporter, were seen a number of coops 
and cages, iu which were grouped guin- 
ea pigs, rabbits and chickens. Tho 
animals seemed* to bo perfectly at home 
and formed a seemingly happy family, 
as some guinea pigs were in the cago 
with rabbits. One of the little white 
and black creatures was nibbling at Iho 
whiskers of a sleepy rooking rabbit, 
which blinked contentedly, as if it en- 
joyed tho operation or was too lazy to 
resist any trespass on'the part of the 
guinea pig. 


A dilapidated looking chicken, which 


had much the-same appearance us has a 
tranipwho has'been forced to> saw wood 
for a ineal at a "friendly inn," rested 
on top of a-cage. The guinea pigs seem- 
ed to-be tho life of the place and ran in 
and ont with apparently little or no 
concern whether "school kept or not." 


On some of the cages where the rab- 


bits were confined, printed in large 
black letters, was the word "rabies." 
Upon the cards also were the warnings 
to the attendants and others not to put 
tbeir hands in the.cages. This meant 
that tho animals had been inoculated 
with hydrophobia virus, and it was 
therefore dangerous to handle tho ani- 
mals. A further precaution taken iu 
such cases, it is*said, is not to inoculate 
animals carnivorous by nature, as they 
become terribly ferocious, or any ani- 
mals whose chfef means of defense is by 
biting. 


A cat or dog,, for instance, will strive 


to-bite when afflicted with tho disease, 
while a rabbit, which is purely a vege- 
tarian, will simply mope and die with 
out making any resistance. 


It-was stated that one steer, -which 


had the ' 'blackleg,'' remained at one 
of the experiment stations for about 
eighfeyears, and the persons there really 
became attached to it—Washington 
Star.

Occasionally, and of course 
in the more flagrant cases, the undertak- 
ers adopt the initiitive in making com- 
plaints to the proper authorities, in which 
event the persons so offending are taught 
in court that the law take cognizance of 
wilful obstructions of such processions. 
The statute la as follows: 


Whoever wilfully interrupts, or by fast 


driving or otherwise in any way disturbs 
a funeral assembly or procession shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the jail not 
exceeding thirty days, or by fine not ex- 
ceeding fifty dollars. 


If e Yery time a driver innocently drives 


through a funeral procession, the under- 
taker should make a torma! complaint, it 
is to be feared that a number of people 
woula be haled into court, where hereto- 
fore nothing has resulted from the act.

FRANZ SIGEL AT 73. 


WELL KNOWN FIGURE IN THE 


GREATER NEW YORK. 


A. Kattler aud a Mexican Afloat on a 


Flank For Hours. 


"I have hoard of many men being 


placed iu odd predicaments," remarked 
Captain Jenkins, "but one of the most 
peculiar situations that over befell au 
individual was assuredly that of an ig- 
norant Mexican a good many years ago 
pear ludianola, Tex., at the time the 
town was so nearly destroyed by a trop- 
ical hurricane or cyclone. I have heard 
the story many times, although it hap- 
pened so long ago. It was during the 
extreme height of the cyclone. Houses 
in Indianola were going to pieces like 
so much paper, boats were being wreck- 
ed, and it looked decidedly bad for the 
individuals who were located iii ex- 
posed portions of the coast. It was 
about this time that a^ittle Mexican 
settlement on one of the coast islands 
adjacent to ludianola began to go to 
pieces, tho water having risoa over the 
top of tho eaud dunes and the waves 
stnashiiig the loosely constructed build- 
ings of the settlement into kindling 
wood. Jose Baretti, cue of tho inhabit- 
ants of the settlomcut, was separated 
from tho remainder of his family, and, 
cliugiug to a lung plimk, was driven in- 
to tho inner bay over tho ruins of the 
settlement. 


"When the day broke, he was out of 


eight of land. The waves had calmed 
down and tho storm was gone. As ho 
cast his eye about in tho early dawn, to 
his horror he found tho other end of 
the plank occupied by an immense rat- 
tlesnake. As soon as the suako observed 
the Mexican he began to writhe and 
coil in an odd sort of manner, and ap- 
parently to make attempts to reach the 
poor fellow, whose hair was then stand- 
ing on end in a manner wonderful to 
behold, Tho hours went by. The snake 
kept up his antics, tmt for some reason 
did not get any nearer the Mexican. 
The unfortunate fellow was afraid to 
leave the plank, knowing that he would 
drown, and at the same time he was in 
horrible fear of mooting death in a more 
terrific manner from snake bite. He lay 
on the end of tho plank with his eyes 
fixed on tho rattler, lu fact, thoy both 
eyed each other, and this they kept up 
until midday, when a fishing smack 
came sailing along on tho lookout for 
castaways. 


"Tho 
Mexican was seen from the 


boat, and in a short time was hauled 
on board more dead than alive. He 
pointed weakly at his hissing compan- 
ion. The sailors on the smack killed the 
rattlesnake and found that ho had jam- 
med his tail through a small knothole 
in tho plank. Tho immersion of the 
buttons of the rattle in the salt water 
had caused them to swell, and ho was 
unable to remove his tail from the holo. 
To this fortunate circumstance the 
Mex- 


ican owed his life. The fact that the 
coast'islands contain many rattlers ac- 
counts for the presence of the snake on 
tho plank."—By the Bye in New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat.

Soldier In Two Wars Is 


<>ut DU Remarkable Caiver. 


Publishing Reminiscences of Forty- 
elglit and the American Civil War. 


NEW YORK, Dec. C8.—[Special.]—A lit- 


tle boCore 9 o'clock on the morning o£ ev- 
ery business dny a slight, sprightly old 
man, clad in broadcloth and doeskin, after 
tho fashion of lung ago, enters n building 
on William street not a stone's throw 
from whore tliut thoroughfare dives undor 
tho Manhattan approach to tho Brooklyn 
bridge. 
One of tho signs at ('bo entrance- 


to tlio building roads, "F. Sigel, Publish- 
er." 


You could not meet this man, if you nro 


familiar with tho portraits of tho generals 
on the Union side in tho civil war, with- 
out recognizing him as tho one to whom 
thousands of loyal (Herman-American sol- 
diors were wont to declare allegiance in 
the famous cry, "Wo lights init, Sigcl!" 
for, although at 73 tho famous old solclior 
is somewhat brat and worn and bis face is 
graven dcup with the lines of ago, the pru- 
lilo is tho sumo, and so is the out of tho 
hair, as when lie won tho battloof Carthago 
in 1H(U and urged his men to combat at; 
Peu, Ridge. 


The Reminiscent Stage. 


General Sigol has reached tho age of 


reminiscence, and ho ib now publishing 
tho story of his life in tho columns of Ins 
Now York Monthly, a periodical whereof 
part is printed in German arid pare in 
Knglish. Tho titlo under which his nar- 
raiivois being printed is "A Half Cen- 
tury," or, as thoy write it iu Gorman, 
"Ein halbes Jubrhundort." Tho insiull- 
nicnls now running deal with his oxpori- 
euccsin Germany In 1S4S-9, when ho served 
the revolutionary cause first as brigadier 
genc-ral, thon as secretary of war and then 
us commander in chici.^ Those havo been 
printed in German, but thoso coining 
later, which will doal with tho part he took 
in our civil war, will bo in English. Ho 
hopes eventually to bring out both in book 
form. 


Franz Sigol entered a government mili- 


tary academy when only a lad and after 
taking the full course there served in the 
army three years as cadet and four years 
as a lino officer. 


"Then," he said to me yesterday, "I re- 


signed to study medicine at Heidelberg, 
bat beforo I had completed my studies 
along camo tho revolution of 1S48. I folt 
culled to take a part in the uprising, and 
so, at 22, being placed in command of 
4,500 men, I began to light the cause ol 
tho peoplo against tho power of a king. 
But, as all tho world knows, it was only 
a short light; it was ended in 1S49, and it 
ended the wrong way for mo. Jly services 
during tho second year of tho revolution 
wuro chiclly iu Baden, whcro I had com- 
mand of MO,000 moil belonging to tho reg- 
ular army oi tho revolutionary country, 
which included tho Palatinate as well as 
Baden. There were 10 or 10 engagements, 
at most of which I was present and we 
fought as well as wo knew. But you see, 
our opponents had four times as many 
men as we and from that cause alone we 
were bound to be defeated. 


Admired the Eed Prince. 


"Prince William of Prussia, who was to 


bo kaiser of an empire then unborn, was 
in command of the troops arrayed against 
us, and although then a young man ha 
showed unusual ability. But I never saw 
him. 
When princes go to war, you know, 


they generally keep as fur from the actual 
lighting us possible. 
There was a princa 


in that war, though, who showed BO lack 
of willingness to take personal part in tho 
fray. 
That was Prince Frederick Charles 


Nicholas, known as 'the Red Prince' in 
the Franco-Prussian war some ypurs later. 
Ho wont to tho frunt whenever opportuni- 
ty offered, and in one engagement was 
wounded nigh unto death by our soldiers, 
while several of his close companions wore 
killed." 


Tho old fighter's eyes sparkled as ho 


spoke thus simply of the lirst, contest for 
liberty in which ho took part-—a contest 
which endt'tl in defeat indeed, but was 
destined to prove of great advantage to 
the people of Germany in after years. 


•'When tho end came," said the general, 


with a sigh, "wo had to get away quickly. 
Ten thousand or more cf us went to 
Switzerland and a surprisingly large num- 
ber of the 10,000 served afterward in tho 
American civil war on tho Union side. 
I 


went from Switzerland to Paris, and there 
I first met Carl Schnrz, who was after- 
ward, as you know, to ho an officer in the 
northern forces. 
Schimmolfennig, who 


was with me in 1848, became amajorgen- 
eral here and so did Willisch, and there 
were many others who distinguished 
themselves in both the rank and file of the 
Union army. 


"After I left Paris I went to London, 


thinking at first to rcnmin ibero perma- 
nently, but I was not entirely satisfied in 
tho British capital, aud I family determin- 
ed to come to America, which I did in 1861. 


"I was 37 when I reached Sew York, 


and hero I was eoon fortunate enough to 
lind employment us a civil engineer. I 
]aid out many of the roads in Staten Is- 
land uud superintended their construction. 
After awhile I went to St. Louis, whore 
I was engaged as a teacher. I got into 
politics there, too, aiul was elected a sch'ool 
commissioner. 
But when tho war broke 


out I enlisted as a private at one. of the 
ilrst war meetings held in St. Louis, and 
a lew days afterward was mustered into 
the ranks. My comrades elected mo col- 
onel, a.nd everybody knows all about the 
rest.'! 


Sigel In Old AJJC. 


General Sigel was never busier than he 


Is at ihis time, and apparently ho never 
injcyed life Knd his work better. His gon- 
urul health is excellent. 


"It has given mo great pleasure," said 


the general yesterday, "to refresh my 
momury of tho fighting days of 1848 and 
184!) MS I havo had to in preparing tho ar- 
ticles now being published. 
This work 


has led to my corresponding with some of 
those who were my comrades then, but 
did not eoiUD to tho new world as I did. 
See," ho continued, holding up a card 
photograph, "here is a picturo of a m:in, 
now a prosperous phj'sician in Switzer- 
land, who onco did me immense serv- 
ice by volunteering to be tho messenger tc 
carry a letter through the enemy's lines. 
He risked his life to do that, and, as I 
supposed, was killod iu battlo a little Inter. 
Only a few months ago I learned by acci- 
dent that ho is still alive. I wrote to him 
for some forgotten details, and he not only 
replied iu full aud very satisfactorily, but 
he sent this photograph also." 


General Sigel has never revisited Ger- 


many, in spite of tho fact that a speoial 
amnesty was granted to him iu 1863 when 
be was fighting on the Union side.

The United States Senate Lav- 


ish In Its Expenditures. 


COSTS OVER A MILLION A YEAlt. 


Tho Item of Salaries Is a Comparatively 


Small One—Mileage, Employee* and the 
Contingent Pood—Back Senator Costa 
C13,fiOO a Year—Is Ee Worth It? 


WASHINGTON, Doc. 38.—[Special.]—The 


United States senate is not a parsimonious 
concern whon it comes to expenditures for 
itself. I hove seen a good deal of the par- 
liamentary bodies of tho world, and thore 
is nothing in Europe that equals our sen- 
ate for genuine, lavish luiuriousnoss. The 
sonato occupies a greater number of 
rooms, with a larger aggregate floor space, 
and employs a greater number o£ clerks 
and assistants than any other legislative 
body in tho world approximating it in 
size. 
It is a. remarkable fact that the sal- 


aries of senators form only a little more 
than ono-third of the actual expense. 


Tho cost of running tho senate during 


the last fiscal year was just $1,314,823.50. 
Of this sum only $440,000 was paid out 
for salaries of th9 senators themselves. 
What became of the remainder, the snug_ 
sura of $776,000, or more than $3,000 a day' 
for every day in the year, Sundays includ- 
ed? 


Tho Matter of Mileage. 


For answer to this interesting question 


turn to tho official figures on file in the 
office of the secretary of tho senate. From 
there it is learned that $86,000 wag paid 
out for mileage of senators,or almost $1,000 
to each senator, under the absurd old law 
which allows each of them 10 cents a milo 
for transfer to and from Washington. This 
allowance is given for each session of con- 
gress, and as tho present congrass will 
havo throe sessions that means six trips for 
each senator, at 10 cents a mile, from his 
home to tho national capital, although a 
majority of the statesmen ride on railway 
passes. 


Other items of expense in the grand to- 


tal are: Salary of the vice president, $S,- 
000; 
salaries of officers, clerks, etc., $458,- 


835; ono month's extra pay to officers and 
employees (how generous the senate is!), 
$47,027; salaries of eapitol police, $26,011, 
and contingent expenses, $148,336. 


In other words, each senator coats the 


people in round figures as follows per 
year: 
His salary 
55,000 


His travel to and fro 
1,000 


People to wait on him 
, 
I 5,650 


Policemen to guard him 
800 


His miscellaneous expenses as a senator. 1,650 
Total cost of. each senator 
$13,600 


Whether or not the senators are worth 


what they cost is for tho peoplo who hire 
them to say. 
My opinion is that some of 


them are worth a great doal more than 
they cost and some of them a great doal 
less. 


It may seem surprising that it requires 


almost $8,000 a week tho year through 
whether the senate is in session or not to 
pay the salaries of the officers and clerks 
and employees of tho senate. But look aS 
the number of them! 


Senate Employees* 


To attend to the affairs of the senate 


there are employed a secretary, a chief 
clerk, a principal clerk, a financial qlerk, 
a minute arid journal clerk, an enrolling 
clerk, as assistant financial clerk, a read- 
ing clerk, a librarian, an assistant libra- 
rian, 11 clerks not classified, a keeper of 
the etationery, with two assistants, a sec- 
retary and messenger to tho president of 
tho senate, a telegraph operator, a tele- 
graph page, a chaplain, a clerk to printing 
records, a sergeant-at-arma, his clerk, an 
assistant doorkeeper, his assistant, a post- 
master, his assistant, 7 mail carriers, 4 
riding pages, with horses, a superintend- 
ent of documents, with 5 assistants, a su- 
perintendent of folding room, with 4 as- 
sistants, a chief engineer and 3 assistant 
engineers, 8 elevator conductors, 2 ma- 
chinists, an upholsterer and locksmith, 2 
carpenters, 2 telephone operators, a keeper 
of the bath, a keeper of the stables, 4 hos- 
tlers and a wagon master. 


This is only a start. There are 65 clerks 


to committees and 3 assistant clerks, and 
as a few of tho 89 or 90 senators are thus 
left without a committee clerk to attend 
to their personal affairs 29 senators are 
provided with a personal clerk at the ex- 
pense of the government. 
Then there are 


messengers to committees and laborers and 
folders and firemen galore, besides the 15 
or 30 bright pago boys who flit about the 
floor of the senate. So it is not difficult 
to SOB where the {505,000 a year for em- 
ployees goes to. 


Contingent Expenses. 


And how does the senate manage to 


spend $3,000 a week in contingent ex- 
penses? Easily enough. Last year it cost 
more than §22,000 to provide the senators 
with 
stationery aud 
similar supplies. 


Horses and wagons cost $5,000. 
Ifuel for

oooks and other things to their homes, 
cost 81,000 for material alone. The ex- 
penses of special committees which go out 
making investigations were $10,000 last 
year. It costs $25,000 a year to report the 
proceedings of tho seriate stenographically. 
Last March tho senate took charge of tho 
inaugural ceremonies, for which an appro- 
priation of £5,000 was made. See how

expense—when 
everything was 


counted up and the bills all paid there was 
just $37. SI left.

& CRUEL OPERATION. 


THE PROCESS BY WHICH TORTOISE 


SHELL IS PROCURED. 


frlre» Set on the Llvlne Turtle to Sepa- 


rate the Bony Layer* of the Home In 
Which Be Lives — A Business That 


' Struck an Observer at HcartloM. 


There are many articles of daily and 


kourly uso constantly passing before 
eur eyes and tlrVough our hands about 
the production cf which we know com- 
paratively little or nothing. An inter- 
esting example of this is tortoise shell, 
from -\vhk-h combs and hairpins are 
made, busiilcs a multitude of trinkets 
for the dressing table, the desk and 
the pocket. Fierce crn«des have been 
instinated in recent years against the 
slaughter of birds for the procurement 
of their plnmngc for hat trimmings, 
and yet I venture to say that the proc- 
ess of procuring tortoise shell is a cru- 
elty to animal life which far exceeds 
that to which birds are subjected. 


In the eighties 1 happened to be down 


in Bluefields, on that awful Mosquito 
coast, and at the invitation of ona 
Manuel Latona, who was the owner and 
captain of a small schooner, wont with 
him to the cay El Koncador for tortoiso 
ehell. This cay gets its name (which in 
English would lie the Snoror) from tho 
exceedingly angry surf, which can be 
heard for a long distance breaking over 
tho reefs. 
This is tho cay on which a 


couple of years back the historic old 
ehip Kearsarge was wrecked aud bat- 
tered to pieces. El Roncador is nothing 
morg or less tlian a typical coral is- 
land, snch as is found throughout tho 
southern seas, three-quarters of a mile 
long, perhaps, and not more than a 
quarter of a milo across its widest part. 
Surrounding tho island i& a reef, insido 
cf which the water is sniootii and rath- 
er shallow, and at the bottom of this 
shallow water there grows a peculiar 
kind of sea grass which is a dainty 
food for the turtle tribes. There is also 


• found on the top of tho water inside the 
' reef a sort of tmall blubber fish, called 
' in Spanish dcdalcs, or thimble fish, 
? which is perhaps tho greatest delicacy 


i of the entire turtle menu. 


The turtle whoso shell is valued in 


' commerce is a small species known as 


• the hawk hill. There are other varie- 
. ties which come to El Koncador to 


spawn, but they are not molested. Dur- 
ing the night the turtles crawl up on 
tho shore to lay their eggs, each female 
depositing on an average about 70. To 
do this they dig holes in the sand about 
two feet deep i.nd after laying the eggs 
cover them over so deftly that it is al- 
most impossible for a novice to find 
them. These eggs are really delicious 


i when roasted, but the turtle fishers are 
| careful not to destroy those they do not 
! take for food, i-o as to promote as much 
1 us possible the increase of this valuable 


• sea reptile. At night the fishers conceal 


j themselves along tho shore as well as 


, possible, and when the turtles come up 
. out of the water on the beach they rush 
1 forth and turn them over on their backs 


i with iron hooks, leaving them secure in 
' this position until morning. 


The tortoise shell of commerce is not, 


! cs is generally believed, the horny cover- 
t ing or shell proper of tho turtle; it is 
' the scales which cover the shield. These 
,1 scales are 13 in number, 8 of them be- 
i ing flat and the other 5 somewhat curved. 
S Four of those that are flat are quite 
I large, sometimes being as much as 13 
[ inches long and 7 inches broad, nearly 
! transparent and beautifully variegated 
t in color with red, yellow, white and 
\ dark brown clouds, which give- the ef- 


fects so fully brought out when tho shell 
is properly polished. A turtle of aver- 
age size will furnish about eight pounds 
of these lamina;, or scales, each piece 
being from an eighth to a quarter of an 
inch in thickness. 


It is the method by which these scales 


•re loosened which is the repulsive part 
cf the business. The turtles are nof 
killed, ae that would lead to their ex- 
termination in a very few years. 
After 


-capturing them the fishers wait for-day- 
' light to complete the work. The turtles 


are turned over again in their natural 
position and fastened firmly to tho 
ground by means of pegs. Then a bunch 
•of dried leaves or sea grass is spread 
evenly over the back of the turtle and 


f *et.afire. The heat is not great enough 


to injure the shell, merely causing it -to 


• separate the joints. A largo blade, very 
rimilar in shape to a chemist's spatula, 
is then inserted horizontally between 
tbe laminae, which are gently pried 
(fcom the back. Great care most be tak- 
en not to injure the shell by too much 


_ heat, and yet it is not forced off until ib 
jis fully prepared for separation by a 
' sufficient amount of warmth. 


The operation, as one may readily 


i imagine, is the extreme of cruelty, and 
inany turtles do not survive it. Most of 
them do live, however, and thrive, and 


< in time grow a new covering, just as 
a man will grow a new finger nail in 
place-of one ha might lose. The pecul- 
iarity of the second growth of thell, 
though, is that instead of reproducing 
the original number of 13 segments it is 
restored in one solid piece.

Telegraphic Anomalies. 


At a recent meeting of the British 


chamber of commerce in Paris B. J. 
Hemebryk, one of the vice presidents of 
tbe Liverpool chamber of commerce, 
made an interesting statement and 
Fought tho support of the Paris cham- 
ber in his endeavors to obtain accelera- 
tion in the delivery of telegrams in 
France. He said that telegraphing from 
Liverpool he could obtain a reply from 
his New York house in three minutes, 
while from his houso in Paris it took 
five hours. There were countries, like 
Austria, which were even worse, tha 
time for a reply being sometimes as 
much aa six or seven hours. There could 
lie no greater condemnation of tho pres- 
ent system than the.practice which was 
commonly followed by Liverpool mer- 
chants. When they wanted to obtain a 
reply quickly from, say Havre, they 
would telegraph to Havre through their 
Kew York office, and they could thus 
obtain through New York a reply in 
lialf an hour which it would, take them 
four or five hours to obtain direct. The 
blame could not be attached to the Eng- 
lish postofflce, for he had ascertained 
that, as a rule, a telegram handed in at 
any English office left the United King- 
dom within 15 minutes of being banded 
in. 


The Paris chamber agreed to give the 


subject its most earnest consideration, 
with a view to taking steps to obtain | 
reform.—Paris Messenger.

I Recall the Happy Old Times. 


The old time plantation songs of the 


tlavery days have about passed awny, 
and the negroes now cnt the original 
melodies into scrappy discords and mi- 
nor notes. A negro had rather strike a 
minor note than to rub the waistband 
of his pants against a well filled table 
and eat. It seems that the peculiar tone 
holds a fascination for him which can- 
not be overcome. There is always some- 
thing to interest you when yon can hear 
a genuine old time plantation song as 
sting by the aged, slave negroes, when 
heart and soul are united in the soug. 


I have spent many a pleasant hour 


listening to tha quaint songs of an old 
gray headed, negro on my grandfather's 
farm as he would rasp tho screeehiug 
chords in accompaniment on his banjo. 
When he would sing, he would get a 
humming start with the chords, and 
begin with a long drawn out note, rear 
way back, pat his feot and shako his old 
gray head. Ho enjoyed singing, and I 
enjoyed listening. I would take him 
little pieces of colored paper and all the 
colored glass I could find to get him to 
sing for me and to repeat tho farfamed 
versa of alliteration, "Did you ever see 
a possum in a papaw patch a-pickin 
up papaws and a-puttin 'em in his 
pocket to make a papaw pio for his 
papa?" This is the joy of his lit'o, and 
it never grew old or tiresome to him to 
repeat it. 


Mose waa his name, and not long 


since I concluded to pay him a visit and 
to hear again the songs I had so enjoyed 
when a child. I found his cabin and he 
was at home, being unable to get about 
much. I shook hands with the honest 
old negro and. silt down. The light 
which caine into his face showed how 
welcome I was, and wo had a long talk. 


Finally I asked him to take the dusty 


banjo from the wall and give mo a few 
strains of "Nigger Foot In Ashes" at a 
lively clip. Ho did as I asked, and the 
old time vigor came upon him again. 
After playing awhile I asked him to 
sing me the corn shucking song the 
"niggers" used to sing while they 
danced tho "rabbit dance," after the 
corn was all husked and tho white folks 
had gone to bed. He was in flue spirits, 
and, with his headway back on his chair 
aud his feet extended to keep time with 
the banjo, ho sang: 


"Early ono niornin on my masaa's fnrrn— 


Cut dat pigeon wing, Lizy Jane! — 
I hoard deni chickens a-givin de alarm. 


Shake yo' feet, Miss Lizy Jane! 


Bhake yo1 feet, niggers; it'll toon be day. 


Shoot along lively, Miss Lizy Jane I 


Massa ketch us danom, there'll 
to pay I 


Wo got to dig tatera and hoe dat corn. 


Hit dat dubble shuffle1, Lizy Jane! 


You'd better be a-humpin, coz ib soon be 


morn. 


Shako dat balmoral, Li?y Jane!" 
After Mose finished singing this song 


an eight inch grin played across his face 
from ear to ear, his eyes sparkled and 
the old negro was happy again as if the 
young folks had gone through their 
dancing while he sang. He said, "Mas- 
fa Will, de best days ob de old nigger's 
life am done gone, but when I think ob 
de good old times we had befo' de wnh 
dese bones ob mine gits young, and I 
want to gifc right up and hit do jig step 
ag'in like I uso to do." 


I told him I was something of a 


dancer myself, and that if he would 
cut down lively on the old "barnyard 
cackle" I would ehow him a fow steps 
in jig dancing. This tickled the wrin- 
kled faced coon, and ho sang and played 
in earnest: 


"Booster in do chicken coop crowin fo' day, 
Horses in do-etaWa go nay, nay, nay, 
Ducks in do yard go quack, quack, quack, 


quack, 


' And de gooso goes filley-I-fee! 


"Pigs in de pen keep a-squealin fo' slop, 
Big dogs barkin liko clcy never -will stop, 
Guineas in dc tree go pot-ruclt, pot-rack, 
And de. goose goes lilley-I-feel" 
I stopped him because I was out of 


breath, and he laid back in his chair 
'and laughed till his sides were aching. 
I pulled out a rabbit's foot aud tossed 
it to him, and the effect, was magical. 
He jumped "three feet on a rise and six 
feet on the-stretch," and gave a whoop 
•which was equal to a Cornaucho chief's. 
After his fright was over he told me, 
Whatever I did, not to put any more of 
these hoodoos on him. I c]id not intend 
to frighten him, but wished, to see if 
the superstition he had possessed in 
bis young^days had departed from him. 
1 gave him a shining dollar for scaring 
him so, and he was himself again. We 
had had a fine time in the few hours I 
had staid with him, and I naked him 
to pick up his banjo again ana play ami 
King tho tune he nsed to call "Mr. Kim- 
ble." His bony fingers raked across the 
strings again, and he sang the quaint 
eoug I had enjoyed often when a child: 


I "You can't gues»'what we had fo' supper— 


Cum a rop-strop-bortlc, Mr. Kimble! — 


I Black eyed peas and bread and butter. 
I torn a rop-strop-bottle, Mr. Kimblol 


, "Beefsteak, ham and mutton chop— 


Cum a rop-strop-bottle, Mr. Kimblel— 


Make a nigger's lips go flippity-nop. 


Cum a rop-strop-bottle, Mr. Kimble!" 
And after each verse lie aang tho cho- 


rus: 


"Keemo, kimo, kilgo, kayro, 


Ficero, fliro, flavoray! 
Bop-strop erhvinkle, littlo Taller boosier I 


Gum a rop-strop-bottle, Mr. Kin:ble!" 
Though ago bad left its telling mark 


on the person of Hose, his rich voice 
was as clear as a bell, and tho minstrel 
of today cannot equal it for genuine 
melody. I was not anxious to leave 
him, but the day was far epeiit, and I 
Jiad several miles to RO, so I bade him 
goodby and left tho faithful old servant 
with tears streaming down his husky 
face.

If, en the contrary, one paragon 
weighing an ounce (or 150 carats) was 
on sale, it would bring any uniouut 
from $30,000 to $200,000, according to- 
quality.—Philadelphia Times.

Everyone who uses groceries in this 


city can hefeafter buy ail other goods' 
clothing, dry goods, shoes and furniture, 
at a discount of from 5 to 15 per cent. 
The members of the Grocers' Protective 
association began Monday to issue tickets 
to all their reliable customers, entitling 
them to discounts at certain other mer- 
chants. 


This action was taken after a delibera- 


tion by the grocers in order to protect 
themselves from the work of ,the co- 
operative store. This store, which is a 
grocery, has for some time given tickets 
which entitle members of its association 
to trade at 
certain 
stores dealing 


in other lines of goods and receive a cer- 
tain discount. This discount was not al- 
lowed to the customer directly, but was 
paid by the merchants to the association, 
which from it declared dividends to ite 
members. 


The grocers' protective association, in- 


cluding about 30 of the grocers in the city, 
felt that this was unfair competition, and 
that the co-operative store should not be 
allowed to give unusual privelegea to their 
customers. They therefore went to the 
merchants who are allowing discounts to 
the association's members, and to the 
association, and asked them to discon- 
tinue the practice. After much debating 
the latter finally refused to do this,and the 
grocers began to look about for some 
method of competing. 


They decided to do the same thing, on- 


ly on a slightly different basis. They se- 
cured six merchants, representing the 
line of goods mentioned above, who have 
agreed to honor the tickets given to the 
steady customers of the grocers with dis- 
counts of 5,10 or 15 per cent. The differ- 
ence is that while the co-operative mer- 
chants pay the discount to the association 
which turns part of it to the customers in 
the form of dividends, the merchants of 
the grocers' association pay their dis- 
counts directly to the purchaser, so that 
the grocers make nothing on it. 


The grocers say than they will keep this 


competition up just as long as the co- 
operative store holds firm. The grocers 
did not wish to go into it, but feel that 
they 
were 
forced 
in. 
The 


association 
was 
formed 
a 
short 


time ago for the purpose of mutual pro- 
tection from irresponsible credit pur- 
chasers, and of combating the co-opera- 
tive store. It now includes about tbree- 
fourtha of the grocers in the city, and is 
receiving rapid applications for member- 
ship from the others and therefore feels 
itself strong enough to combat the co- 
operative store. Their tickets are in the 
form of recommendations to the allied 
merchants, and are given only to the 
regular customers.

Conference of Berlin Company Treas- 


urer With City Officials.

with the treasurer ot the Berlin Bridge 
company, w.ho was in the city to settle the 
payment of the new Main street bridge.

them, and good authority says that the 
treasurer of the company admits that 
there is no hole in the contract for his 
company to crawl out of.

The earth oil all sides is bare of grass 
the common thatching of tha common- 
est; grave, and an air of desolation is 
about the whole place. 


The sestou said that the descendant' 


of Frunkliu would not do anything ti. 
repair the prave; neither would they p.li 
low anybody else to do anything. Ev- 
ery d:.y he has received offers of sub- 
scriptions from visitors, who are dis- 
tressed by the forloru appearance of 
Franklin's resting place and who would 
like to see it improved. In reply ha 
eays, as lie has been instructed, that 
Franklin wished it so, "being a plain 
man averse to display of any kind. " 
Not long ago, at fcis own expense, lie 
had the lading inscription recur, or else 
even the only distinguishing mark, thfl 
name, would be gone. 


It' he had not done so, the last rest- ' 


ing place of the greatest man, ontside 
of Washington, in American history 
would have been, forgotten aud un- 
known. Who is responsible for this con- 
dition of affairs'? Kot the living rela- 
tives of Franklin. 
Tho responsibility 


rests with tho American people, to 
whom tlie man belongs. They should 
SCO to it iu tho future that what littiy is 
there to mark tli3 grave is kept in bot- 
ter order than it has been in tho past. 


Before ho died Franklin provided foi 


his own grave=tona and instructed b 
stonecutter of his acquaintance in everj 
detail, even to the inscription vrbicK 
was to be placed upon it. He desired to 
be buried bc.iido his wife, who had 
died some years before, and a common 
slab was to be placed over them both. 
The inscription arranged as he ordered 
it reads:

Everything was done, as ha desired,
